Poster making is the point at which applied art 
and fine art meet. Posters function best when 
communicating a simple idea in a manner that 
is visually arresting. This course will seek to 
extend the poster's utilitarian goal with an 
aesthetic experience. Students will be encour- 
aged to explore different media and techniques 
used in both art and design. Conceptualization, 
employing type and image, and the conflicts 
that arise between the need to communicate 
and artistic self-expression will be addressed. 
Assignments will include creating posters for 
social and cultural issues. There will be 5 poster 
assignments. Each class meeting will consist of 


a critique on the assignment, and a slide lecture 
created to inform students of the continuing 
history and relevance of this medium. This 
course is highly recommended for design, illus- 
tration and printmaking students.

Certificates are available in Graphic Design, 
Industrial Design, and Teachers Certification. 


The Certificate Program in Graphic Design is a 
series of professional courses leading to a career 
in the Graphic Design field. The program con- 
sists of 12 courses (36 credits) to be taken over 
a period of no more than three years. Upon 
review, you may transfer up to 6 credits at the 
time of acceptance into this Certificate Program. 
To be eligible, applicants must have completed a 
minimum of 60 undergraduate credits. 


The Industrial Design Certificate is a streamlined 
program for students who hold a prior degree in 
another discipline and now wish to enter the 
industrial design profession. Study requires part 
time availability for evening and daytime 
classes. An entry portfolio is required as well. 
Transfer students may waive up to 9 credits 
upon review. 


Teacher Certification is a post-baccalaureate 36- 
credit program which leads to provisional certifi- 
cation with advanced standing as an art teacher 
in Massachusetts (and 32 other states). The 
program is designed for students with very 
strong backgrounds in studio work who want to 
work in schools, museums, social service agen- 
cies, or any of the settings in which art educa- 
tion takes place.

Graduate degrees are available in Master of 
Science in Art Education, Master of Fine Arts, 
and Master of Fine Arts in Design. 


The Master of Science in Art Education is a 36 
credit program intended for mature individuals 
who may choose from two program specializa- 
tions: Research or Artist/Teacher. Students in 
both programs may seek state certification in 
the visual arts. An extended 54 credit option is 
available to those who seek full certification. 


The Master of Fine Arts Graduate degree requires 
full time course of study and acceptance into 
the program is competitive. The major studio 
classes are the central component of the pro- 
gram with ongoing and shared dialogue comple- 
menting the individualized course of study. 
Students can select from concentrations in 
Design, Photography, 2D, 3D, Film, and Studio 
for Interrelated Media (SIM).

Courses numbered 100-299 may be taken for 
undergraduate credit only.

Auditing 

Students who register for a course on an audit 
basis are encouraged to participate in all course 
activities, but will NOT receive formal evaluation 


of performance. If you wish to audit a course, 
please deduct $10 per credit from the course fee. 


Change of Course/Add-Drop 


A registered Continuing Education student may 
add or change a course until the third class 
meeting by completing a change form available 
from the Continuing Education Office.

Veterans who served during WWII, Korea, Viet- 
nam, Lebanese Peace Keeping Force, Grenada 
Rescue Mission, Panamanian Intervention or 
Persian Gulf, and Active Members of the Armed 
Services may register for credit courses without 
paying tuition providing space is available. 
Veterans and Active Members must be perma- 
nent residents of Massachusetts for at least one 
year and provide their DD214 indicating an 
honorable discharge. Members of the Army or Air 
Force National Guard are not eligible for tuition 
waiver.
